The following is a statement by F. 
C. Walcott, who served as an assist¬ 
ant to Mr. Hoover during the time 
America was doing all that was pos¬ 
sible to feed the starving millions of 
Belgium and Poland and northern 
France. In this work he was brought 
In direct contact with German military 
officials, and saw the conditions which 
the German invasion had created 
among the civilian population: 

I went to Poland to learn the facts 
concerning the 'remnant of a people 
thnt had been decimated by war. The 
country hnd been twice devastated. 
First the Russian army swept through 
It nnd then the Germnns. Along the 
roadside- from Warsaw to Pinsk, the 
present firing line, - 230 miles, nearly 
half a million people hnd died of hun¬ 
ger and cold. The way was strewn 
with their bones picked clean by the 
crows. With their usual thrift, the 
Germans were collecting the larger 
bones to be milled Into fertilizer, but 
finger and toe bones lay on the ground 
with the mud-covered nnd rain-soaked 
clothing. 

Wicker bnskets were scattered along 
the way—the basket in which the baby 
swings from the rafter in every peas¬ 
ant home. Every mile there were 
scores of them, each one telling a 
death. I started to count, but after a 
little I had to give It up, there were 
so many. 

That Is the desolation one saw along 
the great rond from Warsaw to Pinsk, 
mile after mile, more thnn two hun¬ 
dred miles. They told me a million 
people were made homeless in six 
weeks of the German drive in August 
nnd September, 1010. They told me 
four hundred thousand died on the 
way. The rest, scarcely half alive, 
got through with the Russian army. 
Many of these hnve been sent to Si¬ 
beria ; It Is these people whom the 
Paderewski committee Is trying to re¬ 
lieve. 

In the refugee camps, 300,000 sur¬ 
vivors of the flight were gathered by 
the Germans, members of broken fam¬ 
ilies. They were lodged In jerry-built 
barracks, scarcely water-proof, un- 
llghted, unwarmed In the dead of win¬ 
ter. Their clothes, where the buttons 
were lost, were sewed on. There were 
no conveniences, they hnd not even 
been able to wash for weeks. Filth 
and Infection from vermin were 
spreading. They were famished, their 
dally ration a cup of soup and a piece 
of bread as big as my fist. 

In Warsaw, which had not been de¬ 
stroyed, a city of one million inhab¬ 
itants, one of the most prosperous cit¬ 
ies of Europe before the war, the 
streets were lined with people In the 
pangs of starvation. Famished nnd 
rain-soaked, they squatted there, with 
their elbows on their knees or lean¬ 
ing against the buildings, too feeble 
to lift a hand for a bit of money or a 
tnorsel of bread If one offered It, per¬ 
ishing of hunger and cold. Charity 
did what It could. The rich gave all 
that they had, the poor shared their 
last crust. Hundreds of thousands 
were perishing. Day and night the 
pictures is before my eyes—a people 
starving, a nation dying. 

The above statement by Mr. Wal¬ 
cott Is a terrible arraignment of the 
Hun, but no more terrible than he 
deserves. What has happened in 
Poland, in Belgium, in northern 
France and every other country that 
has been blighted by the Hun’s pres¬ 
ence would happen in America should 
the allies, by any chance, fall to win 
this wtfK It would mean the enslave¬ 
ment of American men, the starving 
and death of American women and chil¬ 
dren. Either the Hun or humanity 
most perish.

French Tots Share Yankee Sol¬ 
diers' Rations—Women’s 
War Parts Great

“The little children in this neighbor¬ 
hood have learned to distinguish the 
mess call. 

“Immediately it is sounded, they 
troup out from every conceivable cor¬ 
ner, taking their places around the 
men, watohlng with eager, hungry eyes 
every bite that is dished out. A fellow 
can’t eat his prunes very comfortably 
with such an audience, and the men 
here have divided every meal with 
these little fellows, who are the chil¬ 
dren of men saving France.” 

A "home-town” private, one of the 
Engineers who has been building rail- 
armies in France, sent that message 
home. He is one of the men who has 
been dividing his daily ration of soup 
and beans, of meat and prunes, with 
the children who are the soul of 
France. 

WOMEN GIVE WHEAT, 

SONS AND MONEY 

American women, everywhere, and 
Western women second to none, have 
borne their part in the fight. They 
have saved their meat and their wheat, 
they have given thslr husbands and 
sons. Their money is going now. In 
the first, second and third Liberty 
loans they have invested their dollars.

Teaching Recruits to Shoot. 

A new device with which instruc¬ 
tion in .aiming a rifle can be given, 
without the use of ammunition, has re¬ 
cently been tried out in teaching re¬ 
cruits the use of firearms, says Popu¬ 
lar Mechanics Magazine, consists es¬ 
sentially of a wooden rod, 10 Inches 
long, with a metal end which is slipped 
on and fastened to the muzzle of the 
rifle. The outer end, carries an arrange¬ 
ment In which miniature celluloid tar¬ 
gets are placed. There are also screws 
for moving the target up or down and 
to the right or left. On this end, too, Is 
a small dotting apparatus and a place 
for cards to be dotted by It. In learn¬ 
ing to aim, the pupil rests his rifle on 
the latter to move the target as he, the 
pupil, deems to accord with proper 
aim. When the man aiming believes 
that the sights and bulls’s-eye are in 
proper alignment he calls out “mark,” 
and the instructor, by means of a fin¬ 
ger key,'actuates the dotter. The lat¬ 
ter makes a mark on the card which

P. C. E. ASSOCUT 


The Pacific Service Employees’ As¬ 
sociation has resumed its meetings 
after an interval of inactivity during 
the vacation period, the first meeting 
of the season being held on the even¬ 
ing of August 13.

With this 
end in view, a series of lectures has 
been promised which will prove de¬ 
cidedly attractive, dealing with all 
phases of the war, with special refer¬ 
ence to the present position of the 
allies and the part the United States 
has played and will continue to play 
in the great struggle.

NEW RULING COMPELS LISTING 
OF COST AND SALES IN GRO¬ 
CERIES; PROFITEERS ARE HIT. 

As a means to prevent profiteering, 
Ralph P. Merritt, Federal Food Com¬ 
missioner for California, has ordered 
retail grocers and vegetable dealers 
throughout the State to list the lead¬ 
ing staples, with the prices paid and 
charged the consumer. The order is 
effective Thursday, September 26. 
The prices must be placarded in the 
stores. 

Food Administration officials will 
make out, for the information of the 
dealers particularly, lists of basic 
maximum prices covering all licensed 
foods, down the line from the whole¬ 
saler or commission men to the re¬ 
tailer. 

The administration will also pro¬ 
vide a corps of trained inspectors, 
who daily will compare in various 
cities and sections of the State these 
basic prices with those charged by 
the merchant. 

Where excessive charges are found 
the offender will be summoned before 
Merritt for trial, and conviction will 
mean revocation of license, or in case 
of unlicensed dealers, supplies will be 
ordered cut off. 

Complaints by consumers of what 
are believed to be exorbitant prices 
should be filed in writing either with 
the local or county food commission¬ 
ers. Prompt investigation will be 
made. Merritt said: 

The time has come when the pub¬ 
lic is entitled to know what the re¬ 
tailer of food staples and the vege¬ 
table man pays for his produce, and 
the food administration does not 
propose to let the unpatriotic or the 
profiteering dealer justify unrea¬ 
sonable profits by pleading war 
conditions. 

All dealers who have been oper¬ 
ating on a reasonable margin of 
profit will welcome this opportu¬ 
nity of demonstrating to their cus¬ 
tomers that they are getting a 
square deal.

ORDINANCE NO. 100. 

An Ordinance Amending Section 4 of 
1 Ordinance No. 84 of tlie City of 

1 South San Pranclaco Entitled “An 

Ordinance Licensing and Begulating 
the Operation of Automobile* for 
Hire and the Public Transportation 
of Passenger* Therein Within the 
1 City of South San Pranclaco,” Passed 
and Adopted by the Board of Trustees 
( of the City of South San Prancisco, 
July 6, 1915, and Adding a New Sec¬ 
tion to Said Ordinance.

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. Section 4 of Ordinance No. 

84 entitled "An ordinance licensing and 
regulating the operation of automobiles 
for hire and the public transportation 
of passengers therein within the City 
of South San Francisco,” passed and 
adopted hy the Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco, July 6, 
1!*15, is hereby amended to read as fol¬ 
lows : 

Section 4. In order to Insure the 
safety of the public, it shall be unlaw¬ 
ful for any person to drive or operate 
such automobile for hire or to obtain a 
permit therefor unless he shall have 
given and there is in full force and 
effect at all times while such person is 
driving and operating such automobile 
for hire on lile with the City Clerk of 
said City a bond of the owner or lessee 
of said automobile for hire witli a re¬ 
sponsible surety company or association _ 
authorized to do business under tlie 
laws of the State of California, or two • 
such personal sureties as may he satis- « 
factory to said Board of Trustees, in < 
the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars 4 
($10,000.00), conditioned that the owner * 
or lessee of such automobile for hire * 
for which a permit has been applied — 
will pay all loss or damage that may _ 
result to any person or property from i 
the negligent operation of or defective 
construction of said automobile for hire 
or which may arise or result from any 
violation of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, or the laws of tlie State 
of California. Such bond shall he given 
to i he City of South San Francisco and 
shall inure to the benefit of any and all 
persons suffering loss or damage either 
to persons or property as herein pro¬ 
vided, and suit may he brought in any 
court of competent jurisdiction upon 
said bond by any person or persons or 
corporation suffering any loss or dam¬ 
age as herein provided. Such bond shall 
lie submitted to said Board of Trustees 
for approval, and if found to be satis¬ 
factory, shall be approved. 'I’lte per¬ 
mission granted by said Board of Trus¬ 
tees tis herein provided shall recite that 
tl,o permit is issued upon condition and 
in consideration of the filing of said 
bond. Said bond shall be a continuing 
liability, notwithstanding any recovery 
thereon.
